How Uncle Sam Keeps the Whip

formation as to his business at any 
time when required by the Grain Cor- 
poration. Each week be must make 
and mall reports showing the amount 
of wheat, rye, or thinr derivatives, pur- 
chased, stored, and shipped.

plied from wheat in the territory near- 
est them. This policy has for an ob- 
ject the saving of waste in transpor- 
tation.

undergrade wheats have been difficult 
to dispose of on account of unco-ordi- 
nated purchase of the competing mills ; 
but under Uncle Sam's domination.
